One Hundred Years and Still Strong 

One hundred years! ‘That is the 
age of Francois lertiault, dean of the 
Society of Meu and Letters, who is 
the oldest of all living French autli- 
ors.

WESTERN NATURAL RESOURCES 


A Unique Department of the C.P.R. 
That Administers Vast Under- 
takings 
(By C, W. Stokes) 

What is . “Department of Natural 
Resources?” One of the departments 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway has 
that name, and some people have been 
rather pizzled by it. The C.P.R 
department of natural resources is a 
branch of a failway enterprise that 
is quite unique on the American con- 
tinent, or, sor the matter of that, in 
the world. Formed at the beginning 
of 1912, it consolidated the then ex- 
isting land department with other in- 
terests in minerals, timbers, etc., and 
now administeres natural resources of 
these kinds in Western Canada that 
represent a value of over 260 million 

dollars. 

Here are some of the activities of 
the department. It controls the sales 
of a'l the agricultural lands which the 
company possesses in Western Can- 
ada—about six million acres in all; 
and it sells them on the basis of a 
twen'y year system of payment. To 
| genuine settlers it makes a loan to 
| the value of two thousand dollars for 
| permanent farm improvements, and 
advances live stock to the value of $1,- 


000. It inaugurates and _ still con- 
tinues the now well-known “ready- 
‘made farm’ scheme, by which are 


| made available for those who do not 
|} care to undertake pioneer work farms 
| which have been improved by the 
erection of a huuse, barn, well and the 
{breaking and seeding of a certain 
area, and which are also to be paid 
| for in twenty years. 

Through itg agricultural and animal 
industry branch,-it extends aid and 
advice to settlers, and encourages the 
increase in mixed farming. In 1913 it 
distributed nearly 5,000 cattle and 
nearly 1,000 hogs amongst settlers, 
on easy termg of credit. It has a 
large demcnstraiion farm at Strath- 
mo7e, Alberta, which buys cream and 
poultry from farmers and re-sells them 
to the dining car and hotel depart- 
‘ments of she vailroad; it has estab- 
| lished in the west twelve mixed farms 
to serve as strategic centres in the 
campaign ior more mixed farming— 
| five in Alberta, four in Saskatchewan, 
three in Manitoba. It has placed 
| farmers with seed grain for sale in 
touch with purchasers. It has run, 
\'se conjunction wich the ‘provincial gov. 


ernments, “Better Farming” demon- 
stration trains. 

Through its Jjcvelopment branch, it 
puts a roo’ over ‘he newcomer'’s head 
}and gives him e# definite start in his 
farming operations. In 1912 it built 
237 houses, 220 barns, and other 
buildings, drilled 133 wells, strung 274 
miles of fence, broke 8,400 acres, 
ploughed or backset 6,000, disced 36,- 
500, harrowed 13,000, seeded 5,800, and 
harvested 2,000—all of which opera- 


tions were spread over an area 700 
miles by 200 miles. 
Through :ts townsite branch, it 


creates new towns along its system 
at the vate of about one a week all the 
year round. Through its industrial 
branch, it attracts manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers to these new 
towns and -plgo. to ggtablished towns 
and cities. v 

Through its engineering branch it 
controls the oporation and mainten- 
ance of the greatest individual irriga- 
tion project on the American ¢ontin- 
ent. Thi: irrigation block lies east of 
the city of Calgary, and contains over 
three million acres, divided into three 


eastern section now beginning to be 
j settled. It also administers a smaller 
‘irrigation block containing some 

000 acres near J.cthbridge, in Soutl 
Alberta. 

Through its forestry branch it is en- 
gaged in stimulating the growth of 

trees on the prairies, having started a 
competition to that end with priz3 
money aggregating $2,500. The fores- 
try branch also patrols the valuable 
timber limits 9wned by the company, 
and takes neasures to prevent forest 
fires; it plants trees along the railway 
lines for windoveaks, to replace the 
{old wooden snow fences, and takes 
care of the beautification of gardens 
at railway stators. The department 
has iis own nurseries at Wolsle'y, 
Sask., and its own mill at Bull River, 
B.C., from which, and by purchase 
from othe: lumber mills and ranch- 
ers, are obiairea the ties, poles, pil- 
ing and other lumber necessary in 
railway construction. 

The goal mines branch controls four 
mines, three in Alberta, one in Saskat- 
chewan, of which one of these in Al- 
berta (Bankheau) is the only anthra- 
| cite mine be’ng worked in the Domin- 
fon of Canada. This branch employs 
fee's «8 muny as 2,000 men, and 
t 


as a yearly output of about eight 

usand tons of coal. 

The agency organization of the de- 
partment of natural resources is vast, 
and includes its own offices and repre- 
sentatives in Canada, the United 
| States, Great S8ritain, Holland. Rel 
gium and the Scandinavian countries, 
Altogether ths department has some 
fcur thousand men on its pay roll

THE WHALING INDUSTRY 
GAINING IMPORTANCE 


USE OF MODERN METHODS RE. 
SULTS iN GREATER RETURNS 
THAN FORMERLY 


fmmense Sums Are Invested in the 
Industry by Canadian and American 
Firms—U.S Congress ta be Asked 
to Safeguard industry in Alaska. 
Washington,—-Contrary to the ac- 
cepted belief in this country whaling 
fs still a great industry, and it is 
growing rapidly in the Pacific ocean 
adjacent to the coasts of the two 
Americans, This is the assertions of 
W. 8. Dwinnell, of *Minneapolis, who 
with other Minneapolitans is interest- 
ed in one of the two whaling compan- 
fes operating stations in Alaska and 
who is trying to secure legislation by 
congress for the conservation of the 
erpply of whales as well as the pro- 
fection of thos+ engaged in the busi- 
ness. 


Recently a favorable report was 
made in the senate on a bill present- 
ed by Senator Knute Nelson, provid- 
fng that no wh. ling station should be 
established in Alaska at a less dis- 
tance tha. 75 miles from another, The 
Measure was introduced at the in- 
stance of Mr. Dwinnell, who in an ar- 
gument, before .he senate committee 
on fisheries, showed that large 
amounts are invested in whaling ves- 
sels und stations on the Pacific coast. 

“Up to a few yeurs ago practically 
all whaling was carricd-en in Atlan- 
tic waters, but in recent years there 
has been a gradual development of 
the industry in the virgin waters of 
the Pacific,” said Mr, Dwinnell. “Sta. 
tions have beer. established on the 
coast of Chile, on the west coast of 
Mexico, in British Columbia and in 
Alaska. The only American stations 
are located at Grays Harbor, Wash., 
Port Armstrong in Southeastern Al- 
aska, and on Akutan island—one of 
the most westerly of the Aleutian 
froup. Owing te the long stretches 
of shore line in Alaska and on the 
Pacitic coast of the United States, 


and the vast majority of whales 
caught, they seem to abandon that par- 
ticular locality in subsequent years. 
This is due either to the knowledge 
they -may have of the dangers of the 
locality or to the fact that so large 
#4 proportion of the whales accustom- 
ed to frequent the particular harbor 
or locality in question have been des 
troyed. In any event, it is known that 
what may be termed ‘over-whaling’ 
Will cause the whales to almost entire- 
ly disappear trom a given locality. 
“If, then, whaling is to be carried 
on successfully in our Alaskan waters 
and the whole ix to be so conserved 
that it will continue to frequent these 
waters, then there must be limitation 


placed upon the number which may be 
caught in any 2 : 


Z The only 
mitation *hat may practically be put 
upon the catch is one that will pre- 
vent the location of more 
station ‘at any given place. 

“On account +i the invention of the 
harpoon gun, whaling now 1s carried 
on like any other large industrial and 
commercial enterprise, Large amounts 
of money cre invested in the bust: 
ness, a certain Canadian company 
having an investment of something 
over $5,000,000, while one of the Amer- 
ican companies operating in. West- 
ern Alaska hag an investment of 
$500,000, and the other companies 
operating in Southeastern Alaska and 
al Grays Harbor have each invest- 
mentes of $300,000, The necessity of 
large equipment, involving the invest- 
ment of large capital, was all brought 
about through the harpoon gun, 

“An averagé \;hale is of the weight 
of fifty head of fat cattle and pro- 
duces from thirty to fifty barrels of 
oil, beside a considerable amount of 
fertilizer and wl.alebone. The size and 
strength of the whale requires the 
heaviest machinery, made of the best 
material, while the modern methods 
of capture increase the number taken 
to such an extent that shore stations, 
where are handled the carcasses: of 
whales, must be established at large 
expense, 

“It is not uncommon to see in- 
vested in a single shore station $150,- 
000, and the method of construction is 
such that it is difficult and well-nigh 
impossible to remove the same from 
one location to another. Also the 
transportation of supplies, of which 
fuel is an important item, from the 
base of operation to the whaling sta- 
tion and the transportation of the oil 
and other products from the station to 
Seattle involves en equipment of tas’ 
steamers o- barges, likewise requiring 
a large investment of capital, It must 
therefore be apparent that if the Un- 
ited States 's to profit from this mar- 
ine industry and if the industry is not 
to be monopolized by our Canadian 
and Mexican naighbors, it will have 
to conserve the whale and furnish te 
same protection to capital engaged 
therein as is Gone by the two coun- 
tries just referred to. 

“In Mexico io whaling is permitted 
except when concession is granted, 
and it is reported—though on account 
of the state of disorder there exist 
ent the report tas not been verified— 
that the .ight to whale has been 
granted to a company in a few har- 
bors remotely ‘ocated from each oth- 
er, In Canada ar act has been Passed 
prohibiting the location of stations 
nearer together than 200 miles, The 
distance of seventy-five miles was de- 
termined upon in the proposed mea 
sure in order that those advocating it 
might not appear to be seeking a 
monopoly, A eveater distance would, 
of course, in a larger degree tend to 
conserve whales and at the same time 


would render the  industr ri 
stable.”

present telephones. 

Canada's Resources Barely Touched 


Sir William Van Horne says that 
Canada has so far not even break- 
fasted on her vast and undiminished 
resources. This statement is well with- 
in the mark, for, according to official 
estimates, ihe three prairie provinces 
contain no fewer than 272,920,999 
acres of crable land, of which about 
59,000,000 are now broken. And yet, 
last year, the wheat alone produced

Like all fivh 
of their family, the salmon haye an 
intense need of breathing, and this in- 
creases in the reproductive 
Consequently they only enter rivers 
whose waters are able to satisfy this 
need by the quantity of oxygen held in 
solution. it is the search for this water 
that leads them up the rivers, even 
where obstructicns make it necessavy 
te leap in their characteristic way.

BIRTH RATE INCREASES 


Great Britain's Advancing Birth Rate, 
Decreasing Death Rate 
Last yeat’s official returns go to 
show that the tide has turned, and 
that the birth rate of Great Britain 
is increasing in comparison with the 
previous year, It is with something 
like a pang, however, that we learn 
that improved conditions are to have 
much of the credit for this. Few will 
not regret the information that the 
bad social surroundings of the people 
have actualy caused a diminution in 
the births of the nation. 
The birth rate was 23 


23.8 per 1,006— 
3.0 below the average for the preced- 
ing decenium and 0.6 below the birth 
rate of 1911. The provisional figures 
for 1913, however, indicate a rise of 
0.1 per 1,000, this being the first year 
since 1908 to show an increase. 

Marriages are on the increase, The 
rate was 15.5 per 1,000 in 1912, being 
0.1 above the average in the ten years 
1902-11, In each of the last three 
ears the marriage rate has shown ar 
increase, 

The death rate in 1912, 13.3 per 
1,000 was the lowest on record, 1.9 
below the average for the ten preced- 
ing years and 0,2 per 1,000 below the 
lowest previously recorded in 190. 
It was mainly due to the diminution 
of the mortality of children under the 
age of five years, 


Leprosy in North America 

In adopting a resolution favoring a 
bill now before congress for the es- 
tablishment of a national leper colony 
in the Unitud States, the rater start- 
ling stater.ent was made that the 
number of lepers now in this country 
is estimated at between 300 and 509. 
There must have been a great in- 
crease of thes? cases within the last 
quarter of a century if tlrese figures 
are correct, and it is high time that 
some provision for segregating the 
lepers in a place where they can re- 
ceive humane treatment was made. 

The lepeys ir the colony at Malo- 
kai, Hawaii are comparatively happy 
in spite of their affliction. They have 
companionship, sanitary quarters, the 
most scientific treatment, and every- 
thing possible is done to make their 
lot endurable. it is almost impossible 
to imagine wha. a leper in this coun- 
try, confined ulone in a shack and 
treated much as the lepers were in 
| Biblical times, must suffer. It would 
be more humane to put Kim out’ of 
his misery at once. 

There are only about 20 lepers in 
England, and yet a leper colony is to 
be established there in a deserted part 
of the courty of Essex. The late Lord 
Strathcona left a bequest of $25,000 
for this purpose. Surely if there is 
need of a lepe* colony in England, 
where there are only 20 cases, thare 
is much more ueed for one in the 
United States, where there are be- 
tween 300 © xd 600 cases, isolated but 
widely scattered —The Argus. 


Harvest and Ploughing 
In many parts of the west the 
&round becomes very hard and dry 
soon after the grain is cut. The hot 
sun and the dry winds soon bake the 
ground very hard; the short stubble 


than did tke standing grain,. This 
condition makes it imperative that 
the ground be ploughed very quickly 
after harvest. Itherwise it becomes 
so hard it cannct be ploughed at all 


until after the spring thaw and 
rains. 
Tractor owners have hit upon a 


very excellent sclution of this grave 
problem. They cut their grain and 
plough the ground at the same time 
First they cut iwo rounds with the 
binder. Then .hey hitch the engine 
to the plough, and the binder to the 
back end of the plough frame, A 
seven foot left hand binder and a six 
bottom, fourteen inch plough make an 
excellent combination for this pur- 
pose. The bindci cuts its full swath 
and drops its bundles on the ploughed 
ground just behind the plough. The 
plough turns over the same ground 
that the engine is travelling over, A 
two-section harrow may be added to 
this outfit, The harrow is hitched 
close up behing the plough and ahead 


of the bundle carrier of the binder, 
This triple combination is hard to 
beat.

PRE-EMPTION MAPS 
SHOW 8. 6. LANDS 


THE PROVINSIAL LAND DEPART- 
MENT GIVES OUT DATA COV- 
ERING TERRITORY 


Series of Maps Issued, Together With 
Pamphlets, Describing in Detail the 
Topogranhica. and Other Features 
Will be of Great Value to Intending 
Settlers. 

Victoria.—Three new _ pre-emptors’ 
maps covering the Nechaco, Chilcoten 
and North Thompson districts, have 
just been issued by the surveys branch 
of the de:artment of lands. These 
maps form part of a series of ten, cov- 
ering approximately 100,000 square 
miles of land, and will prove of great 
assistance to intending pre-emptors, 
They show the lnnds surveyed to date 
in the sections*tovered, the tracts 
available for pre-emption being shown 
in pink, while those taken up are in- 
dicated in white. The surveyed areas 
shown in pink and the unsurveyed 
land shown in the same color can be 
pre-empted at the office of the govern- 
ment agent of the land-recording div!- 
sion in which it is situated, It is nec- 
essary to stake the unsurveyed land 
and describe it according to metes anil 
bounds in the application. The survey- 
ed tracts can be applied for without 
staking, be'ng described in the applica- 
tion by the'r number, 

Maps have already been issued in 
this. series showing the lands for 
pre-emption in the Fort George and 
Tete Jaune districts. It was in these 
districts that 8¢,000 acres were open- 
‘ed to pre-emption last month, and 
over three-quarters of this land re- 
main open. The new maps cover 


previous ones; the whole series are 
drawn to connect with each other. 

The Nechaco sheet shows the ter- 
ritory westward of the Fort George 
district extending to the Hazelton 
, division and embraces the great in- 


terior lake basin, and the Nechaco, 
.Endako and other fertile valleys. 


(The North Thompson sheet 
the land adjoining the new NLR. 
Railway, and exttnds northward 
from the railway belt to the territory

NEW TWO-DOLLAR BILLS 


Issued to Commemorate Stay of Duks 
and Duchess of Connaught 

The stay in ‘anada of their royal 

highnesses the Duke end Duchess of 
‘Connaught has been commemorated 
by the issue of a new two-dollar bill 
bearing excellent engravings of tho 
royal personazes. 
It is the fourth issue of the two- 
dollar notes ‘The first bore ths 
picture of Lor! Dufferin, the second 
that of Lord Lansdowne, and the third 
that of the Prince of Wales, after- 
wards King Hdward VII. 

The new bill is of very artistic de- 
sign and wholly different from that 
now in use. The engravings of the 
Duke am! Duchess: Mppear in either 
corner, while in place of the fishing 
scene in the centre the figure “two” 
appears with the letters “two” on 
each side. The tint on’ the face and 
the back of the hill is a light olive 
green, whereas in the old bill the 
face was green and the back brown. 
On the back cf the new Dill is the 
Dominion coat of arms surrounded 
by the arms of eaclheof the provinces. 

Numbers one and two of the new 
bills were ; resented to the Duke and 
Duchess of Coanaught as a souveni~ 
of their stay in Canada. 


Hard to Get Persian Lambs 

It is eviaently becoming increasing- 
ly diffcult to procure real Persian 
sheep from which to start the fur in- 
dustry on this side of the Atlantic suc- 
cessfully. 

Three Persians, M. K. 
M. G. Vartainan and John Abajian, 
residing now ut Providence, Rhode 
Island, have heen trying for three 
years to introduce into the Western 
hemipshere Persian lambs. Accord- 
ing to Mr Abajian no less than ten 
thousand dollars have been expended, 
jthe net result of which was the ar- 
rival of eigli animals on board the 
8.8. Pallenza, in Montreal a few days 
ago. 

Upon arrival here, however, the 
| authorities refused to permit the) 
sheep to be landed and all except two 
have beene slaugiitered, owing to the 
fact that foot and mouth disease is 
said to be prevalent in Persia. The 
‘two live lambs have been presented to 
the captain of the steamer. 

Mr. Abajian related the trials in- 
cident to a journey through Persia, 
over the ‘Saucessian mountains, the 
arrival in Batcum, and_ thence to 
Hamburg, where sight of the thirty 
sheep bough: were safely shipped. In- 
quiry was made of the British Con- 
sul and it was thought there would 
be no difficulty in getting the sheep 
landed in Canada; but Dr. F. Tor 
rance, chief veterinary inspector of 
Ottawa, flatly refused to allow the 
sheep to be landed for any purpose 
whatever, Cable communication was 
then opened up with London to see if 
the animals might be entered there, 
and then vith Holland, in neither 
case was fi po.sible to get the sheep 
landed. i 

Mr. Abajian says each Persian 
lamb is worth about fifty dollars, the 
practice eing to kill them when one 
or two days old and utilize their 
skins. He admits thatethe Canadian 
antbarities were guite willin their 
rights in refusing permission to land, 
and he says that they have no legal 
claim to compensation.

1915. 


Shackleton's Wooden Ship 

Sir Ernest Shackleton’s ship, tne 
Endurance is well named, for she 
is built in eturdy oak and pliant pitch- 
pine, and 's very well fitted to take 
the intrepid explorer and his company 
cf brave mer to the frozen south, to 
carry still further the work of explor- 
ation which cost brave Captain Scott 
his life. 

The “wooden walls” of the Endur- 
ance are two eet thick of almost 
eclid oak, and at stem and stern theve 
are five fect of the same tough timber. 
The little vessel has a gross tonnage 
of 360 tons; she has three masts, the 
foremast on'y be{ng sauare-rigged, and 
her auxiliary stcam engines will pro- 
pel her at ten knots, She will sail) 
with 82 pe-sons on »oard, of whom 15 
will be officers and members of the 
exploration party.

AIRMEN WILL RAGE. 
AROUND THE WORLD 


+VIATORS IN THE WORLD'S BIG. 
GEST RAGE TO FLY ACROSS 
CANADA 


The “All-Round-the-World” Air Race 
in Gonnection With the Panama- 
Pacific Exhibition is Attracting 
Much Atten.ion by Reason of its 
Novelty. 


The competitors in the gr “All 
round-the-world’ air race in connec. 
tion with the Par ama-Wacilic exhibition 
will have the assistance of wireless 
telegraphy all along the route. 

Arrangements have been made witi 
Mr. Marcon for the wireless stations 
on shipboard, and the stations in New- 
foundland, ‘.abrador, Greenland, Ice- 
land, North Britain, and right across 
Europe and Siberia to the terminus 
of the Trans-Siberiar Railway, to be 
used in any way possible that might 
assist the compe-itors in the contest. 

London is the first oc the Huropean 
control stations of which there are 
aboul 20, each some thousand miles ‘ 
apart, in the rctal distance of 21,000 
miles. There will be intermediate 
supply stat‘ons, each 150 miles aparf, 
except In the States, where they wil 
be separatec by 300 miles. The Lou. 
don control station will probably be at 
Hendon, avd the supply stations in 
Great Britcin from the Shetlands to 
the Metroj: lis will be arranged and 
fitted up by the Royal Aero club dnd 
the “Shell” Company. 

If a man {ails to finish within the 
121 days stipulated he will be fined 
$1,000 per acy for each day in excess 
if he wins the first prize; $300 per 
day if he wins the second prize; and 
$200 per day for the third prize. If he 
crosses the occan by steamer he is 
penalized $20 per mile for the first 
prize, and correspondingly less for 
the second and third prize. 

The prize money is increasing all 
the time. Apar, from the three main 
prizes, amounting to $150,000, there 
are subsidiary prizes which have rap- 
idly passed a total of $250,000. Towns 
and municipalijies offer prize money. 
Cheyenne (Wyoming), the first control 
station in the States, offers $50,000; 
Chicago, $25,000; New York (if the 
aviators pass that way) $50,000; To- 
ronto, Montreai and Quebec (in con 
junction) $50,000 

In order to :nduce competitors to 
go all the way, these prizes will be 
doled out in proportionate amounts 
along the whole line of route, and 
not handed cver in lump sums, 

There wi'l alsc be numerous small 
prizes ranging from $500 to $1,000 
for the aviators who, of their own 
volition, descend at the townships of- 
fering these smaller prizes, After 
leaving Chicago the pilots will fly 
along the shores of the Great Lakes, 
down the St. Lawrence river to Belle 
Isle, Eastward they will follow the 
line of thc ‘Trans-Siberian railway, 
barnching ¢.: towards Vladivostok. 

It is estimated that the journey 
will cost each pilot between $10,000

Dry Farming in B.C. 

To determina to what extent dry 
farming is practicable in the semi- 
arid section of Central British Col- 
umbia, two government experimental 
farms are in process of establish- 
ment at Nicola snd Lillooet. Meteor- 
ological statist.cs are being carefully 
gathered and records kept of all cul- 
tivation methods, any the results ob- 
tained. While it will take a long per- 
fod to arrive at accurate conclusions, 
still the observations made thus far 
have been most encouraging, hinting 
at quite an agricultural future for the 
localities. 

The work commenced last fall when 
the land yas Lloughed, dixed and 
trenched. Statistics taken during the 
winter wre surprising, inasmuch as 
they indicated that conditions were 
not nearly so udverse to agriculture 
as had been popularly supposed. This 
spring, trial plots were prepared and 
seeded to various varieties of oats, 
wheat, barley, grasses and vegetables, 
Seed was secured from the Fergus 
County Dry Lind Experimental Farm, 
of Montana, from other Western 
States and from Australia, where semi- 
arid conditions exist and dry farming 
methods aze‘Tol!owed. 

A striking proof of the results of 
cultivation was furnished at one of 
the stations the past winter. In 
unploughed land moisture penetrated 
to a depth of 12 inches. On plough- 
ed and prepared land it penetrated 31 
inches.—J.1T.B., in| Montreal Family 
Herald, 


The Negro Problem 

Nation-wide interest is being taken 
in a const‘tutional fight between the 
white and negro residents of Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, over an ordinance re- 
cently passed by the city council for- 
bidding negroes to invade the resi- 
dential portions of Louisville occupied 
by the whites. The law not only pro 
hibits the blacks trom living among 
the whites, but < Iso forbids the whites 
to move invo the negro quarters, It is, 
in fact, a belates attempt to segregate 
the negroes in this southern city, 
where the blacks number quite a 
fourth of the population. In recent 
years ihe negrocs of Louisville have 
progressed very markedly both in edu- 
cation and in wealth, and there has 
been a tendency on the part of the 
wealthier among them to buy property 
in the betts1 portions of the city. This 
is resented by the white population, 
whose property ir. consequence has de- 
preciated in value. The negroes are 
advised that the ordinance is uncon 
stitutional. Protest meetings have 
been held and money is being collects 
ed for the purpose of fighting this 
matter, and « test case is to be 
brought, It is teared that unless the 
dispute can be settled amicably there 
will be grove disorder in Kentucky, 
and possibly in the south generally,
